That the Hfparatloii of Norway anil 
Sweden will be permanent unless Kluf^ 
Oscar recedes from his pcsitlun and 
brings about a union In conformity 
with the Norwettlan constitution. Is the 
belief of Altoniey llan.s Bufe'^'e, of Bel- 
liUBliani, a Kentleinan well known to 
many VictoriauK, Mr. Bugge admits 
there is a ])osslbllity of a republic being 
formed, but he con.siders It a remote 
one and only to be brought about by 
an armed conjliot. Mr. Bugge, a Nor- 
wegian by birth, has made a close 
study of the Scandinavian crisis and In 
an Interview says: 

"The Scandinavian crisis Is of es- 
pecial interest in the Paclflc Northwest 
virtually one-tlilrd of Whatcom 
county is of Scandinavian blood. The 
present crisis is the outcome of a lonu, 
peaceable struggle between the two 
countries, boKlnning with the date of 
union in lSl-1. 

"Tlie Swedish Kinpr. In 1S14, after 
failure to subdue Norway by force of 
irms, frave reluctant assent to Nor- 
way's constitution, In Itself a compro- 
mise instrument wliich left many vital 
(luestions affecting the two countries in 
m unsettled state. It notably placed 
Norway's foreign relations entirely In 
the hands of Sweden; also substituted 
a union flag for the former Norwegian 
flag; hampered the power of the Nor- 
wegian parliament with veto pro- 
visions of the King; restricted the 
rights of suffrage and placed financial 
affairs and military matters too much 
in Swedish control.

,r. W. Moxley, for a long period resi- 
dent in the tipper valleys of the Fraser 
and I'ciico rivers, an interview with 
whom was published in the t^oloiiisl a 
few days ago, on his arrival in the I'ity, 
has forwarded to the tlepnty minister 
of agriculture the following interesting 
report on general conditions in that sec- 
tion of the province- 

"Dear Sir, — In reply to your reipiest 
for iuforination regarding the upjier val- 
leys of the Fraser and Peace rivers, I 
wotild say that the region is easily reach- 
ed by stages from Aslicroft to tjnositel, 
thence ICK) miles by cnnoe to Fort 
CJeorge, whore anytliiiig in the way of 
supplies can be obtained fi-oni the Hud- 
son's Hay Co. From Fort (ieorge t i 
'Grand Canon, KM) miles, from (irand 
Canon to "Tcte .launo ('ache," about 180 
miles. The removal of one rock at Cor- 
toilwood Canon and a few obstructions 
at Fort (ieorge Canon and Giscome raii- 
ids would render tho li''raBer navigable 
from Soda creek — (iO miles below tjni's- 
nel — to '"Tlio Cache" — a distance of -1(10 
auilcs — for ordinary stern wheel river 
steamers — ^liaudlcd by such of our river 
ciipt;iins as navigate the ivntors of liie 
npiier Cohimbia, Skeena and Slikine riv- 
ers. 

Tho Valley of the Fraser 
is from live to twenty miles wide, min- 
parativcly level, .-inil covered for the 
ntost part with a growth of sinniee, tir. 
cottonwoinl, cedar, liircli and hemlock. 
The birch, ospe(d:iily above the Craud 
Canon, being larue enoiigh to bo vabi- | 
able for commercial purposes. | 
■■Climate lint liable to extromcs; snow- ' 
fall not excessive; rainfall usually snf- j 
flcicut for ordinary crops; gardens at ! 
Grand Canon, Clearwater and Wmoky 
river have never "suffered from svuiinior 
frocts. Polatoes, carrots, caulillower. 
beets, etc., last season were lit for ex- 
hibition purposes. lihutab.tga tnniiiis 
grow a foot in diameter. Wheat iilant- 
ni as -an experiment produced a sheaf 
ii\ cr five feet high. ' 

"Wild frni'.s are abundant — four vario- 
tii's of huckleberries, s.askiitoons, cur- 
rants, gooseborries, ra.-^pberrios, straw- 
iiin^ries anil the marsh cranberry of com- 
merce — tho variety wliicli lilends so 
aniitibly with the (^lirislin:i s turkey. 
There are many large marshes where 
this berry grows naturiilly in great ipian- 
tities. As cranberry hmil in cultivation 
is valued as high as .SIODI) per acre, 
these marshes should he valuable. 
"Tho portion of the valley most I'asily 
i brought under cultivation lies between 
Fort (iienrge and the Graml Ciiimn. 
Many open patches of from five to ten 
acres make admirnble bogiiiniugs for a 
home until other land could be cleared. 

"■Summer pasture- iff the valley for cat- 
tle Is fairly good. In the great open 
grass country, near arid above timber 
line, pasturoge for three or four mouths 
is most excellent.
